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The only Gettysburg 
citizen killed during 
the Battle of Gettys- 
burg was 20-year old 
Jennie Wade, fiancee 
of Corporal “Jack’’ 
Skelly. 





The old McClellan home, now the Jennie Wade 
House and Museum, with but few minor changes and 
repairs, remains much as Jennie Wade must have 
known it more than 100 years ago. The walls of the 
old house, which lived through the Battle of Gettys- 
burg and witnessed the tragic death of Jennie Wade, 
tell the story of the building and of those in it during 
the Great Battle. 

Hundreds of pock-marked nicks, in addition to 
holes in the doors through which Jennie Wade's killer 


bullets entered the small kitchen to snuff out Jennie’s 


life, bear mute witness to the truth of the story told 
by the “talking walls.”’ 

Authentically furnished from cellar to attic, the 
old house itself is not only a shrine to an heroic 
martyr but has become a museum of life and living as 
known in America in Civil War days.

McClellan home for the dual purpose of safety 
and caring for her sister and her sister’s three- 
day old infant child. Jennie was the only 
occupant of the house to be killed. The others 
were unharmed.
